Since 1926 the early members of the Swain family, Frank and Josephine Swain, have owned 
the farm on Hunkins Pond Road. Frank came from a dairy farm in Gilford, and Josephine had 
inherited the property in 1920. Frank not wanting to work a farm at the time operated a store on 
the shore of Lake Winnisquam, returned to the farm in 1948 and began operating it as a dairy 
farm. Prior to this time the farm had been leased out and run as a beef cattle farm. During the 
Depression land at the farm was cleared for fields by many people in the surrounding area 
willing to barter for goods at the store. This clearing provided the fields for future hay and corn 


crops. 


David Swain worked along side his father as a child at both the store and the farm. After 
marrying Elaine Dearborn in 1961, they have raised four children and continue to work, live at 
and operate the last fully operating dairy farm in Sanbornton. In the 1980’s when they were 
offered a buyout from the Department of Agriculture to shut down the dairy farm operation, 
they investigated. After hearing the conditions of the agreement, they walked away thus 
preserving the farm. It would be easy to sell some of the nearly 1,000 acres to developers, but 
David and Elaine choose to work the land and preserve it. 


“The apple(s) don’t fall far from the tree,” as they say. David and Elaine’s children Robyn, 
Matt, Betsey and Dan not only grew up on the farm but continue to make a living off the land. 
They each have that connection through farming, timber harvest, landscaping, maple syrup 
production and continue to help on the “big” farm when needed. Over the years each of them 
has been encouraging and supporting of; modernization and environmental solutions for the 
ever changing needs of the farm. We have seen round bales, haylage and a country store arrive 
at the farm. Working with Belknap County Conservation District and other agencies steps 
have been taken to protect the land and improve the water quality. Recently, we watched as the 
large white shelter was erected for the cows, four windmills were installed for aeration of the 
pond, and floating islands were installed in the pond as natural cleaners of the water. 
Currently, the final details are being placed to protect a 40+ acre parcel of land behind the 
Central School parking lot with the help of the Sanbornton Conservation Commission. 


As the next generation of 10 plus grandchildren learns by example to treat this natural resource 
with respect and dignity, we trust they will live by the wise words of their Grandfather David 
Swain: 


“I didn’t have anything when I came into this world and I won’t when I leave. Iam not a rich 

man in terms of money in the bank. We make enough to get by. But if I can keep this land to 

hand down to my children I will be satisfied. I am proud that I have been a good steward of 
this land and that it will be here for my children. That is what is important to me.”

The 2012 Town Meeting was called to order at 7:00pm by the Moderator, Patsy Wells, The 
Moderator recognized, Jason Stock Leader of Boy Scout Troop #82 to led the Legislative body into 
the Pledge of Allegiance. Boy Scouts were, Sr. Patrol Officer, Louis Bernard, Patrol leaders, Henry 
Stock and Dillon Hoffman. The Moderator gave the invocation and asked for a moment of silence 
for those community members we have lost in the past year.

Including: A tree at the Town Park playing fields and 
twelve dead oak trees on Osgood Road. 


Other issues have included: Tree trimming on the Town’s scenic roads 
and the moving of a newly planted tree at the Town Beach on Doctor True Road, 
to a more appropriate location. 

My other work has been in cooperation with the DPW Director, Johhny 
VanTassel and working within the tree removal budget.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 2012 


The Conservation Commission has had another busy year. 

The Professional forester we hired has completed the blazing of boundaries and timber analysis on our 
larger town owned properties based on his recommendations. We are currently doing a timber harvest on the Dr. 
True lot. We did a pre-harvest tour in October for all concerned parties and we will conduct a post- harvest tour 
upon completion of the work. Anyone with questions or concerns is welcome to attend. We will post notices when 
the post-harvest tour will be scheduled. 


We have been busy expanding our hiking trail network on the Eastman Hill Lot. With much help and 
assistance from Boy Scout Troop 82, Jason Stock Scout Master; we completed the “This is my song trail” and the 
Blue trail (yet to be named). These two trails, combined with the Virginia Hutton trail and Steele Hill Resorts trail 
network provide many miles of hiking opportunities. The grand opening for the “This is my song trail”, was held 
this fall with 60-75 people attending. Parking and access along with an informational kiosk is located off Eastman 
Hill Road. We are in the process of adding another branch to the trail system, the yellow trail to be completed in 
2013. 

We are completing our work with the U.S. Farm and Ranch agency to acquire an easement on a 4 lacre 
piece of the Swain Farm located on Hunkins Pond Road. 


On a less successful note, the Conservation Commission has withdrawn our offer to purchase an easement 
to the 10acre Dion property located on Burleigh Hill Road. No further negotiations have been scheduled. 


Residents who are interested in Sanbornton’s rural heritage and preserving open space should attend one of 
our meetings. We meet the second Thursday of each month, at 7:00 pm in the Town Offices. Schedules are posted 
in the Town Office lobby and on the Town web site.

2016. 

(b) No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any 
owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent 
owners Shall be estopped from requesting restoration. The municipality shall have 
the burden of proof to show that any previous owner voluntarily merged his or her 
lots.” 


Requests for “un-merger” (restoring involuntarily merged lots or parcels of 
land) shall be submitted to the Sanbornton Board of Selectmen, whose decisions 
may be appealed pursuant to RSA 676.

With a 
setvice area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides a wide 
range of planning services to member municipalities. As our economy and world change, so does the work we are engaged in. 
The Commission offers direct and support services including technical assistance, geographic information systems, 
transportation planning, land use, environmental planning, hazards planning and economic development. Local, state, and 
federal resources primarily fund the LRPC. We also maintain a regular dialogue with state agencies as a resource for the entire 
Lakes Region. Our overall goal is to provide support, knowledge, and guidance to the governments, businesses, and citizens 
of the Lakes Region.

Management (HSEM) staff to discuss the process for Hazard Mitigation Plan (HMP) updates, Local Emergency 
Operations Plan (LEOP) updates, and other project issues. 


e Hosted over 150 people who attended LRPC’s Annual Meeting that featured Mark Fenton, Consultant, TV Host, 
Author, Professor, and Athlete who advocates community planning that promotes health and economic goals, including 
public transit opportunities and connected walkways, trails, and bike routes.

e Provided assistance to the Lakes Region Broadband Stakeholder Group, including meeting coordination, planning and 
mapping services. 


e Received funding from the Samuel P. Pardoe Foundation to conduct Smart Growth Assessments (SGA) for selected 
communities. 
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Released the 2012 Development Trends Report, which shows residential, commercial, and industrial permit activity 
on an annual basis. The 2010 data used in the report showed that the building permit activity stabilized after several 
years of decline. 


Represented the region on the NH Association of Regional Planning Commissions. 


Maintain and host LRPC’s website, www.larkesrpc.org, which features extensive information for local officials and the 
general public. 


HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS WASTE 


Continue to represent the region at meetings of the Lakes Region Household Hazardous Product Facility to explore 
the ways and means the facility may encourage other communities to participate. 


Continue to organize and coordinate two annual Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) collections a year, involving 24 
member communities. In 2012, about 19,000 gallons of unwanted HHW was collected, keeping it from our landfills, 
backyards, streams, and lakes.

Some of these led to the communities applying for and receiving clean up funds 
from EPA to help re-purpose the properties for new uses. 


Provided demographic information to the GCEDC to assist in a grant application.

Conducted over 150 traffic and turning movement counts around the region. 


Convened several meetings of the LRPC Transportation Technical Advisory Committee (IAC) to enhance local 
involvement in regional transportation planning and project development. 


Received funding through the NH Department of Transportation (NH DOT) to initiate a new Scenic Byways Plan. 


LRPC Commissioners approved the Lakes Region Bicycle and Walking Plan and Design Supplement; which is 
accessible from the LRPC website. 
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Developed and delivered a priority list of Transportation Enhancement projects to the NH Department of 
Transportation (NHDOT) for future funding consideration. 


Completed an analysis, including maps, on the potential future demand for the Winnipesaukee Transit System. 


Participated in and reviewed the Governor’s Advisory Commission on Intermodal Transportation (GACIT) 
information relative to Lakes Region projects in the Ten Year Plan (TYP) 2013-2022. 


Initiated the start of the NH Route 140 Corridor Study, which includes the towns of Alton, Belmont, Gilmanton, 
Northfield and Tilton. 


Acquited Road Surface Management Systems (RSMS) 11 software from the Maine DOT to help LRPC continue to 


provide a useful service to our members. 


Assisted with the successful application to fund the expansion of transportation services for the elderly and disabled 
in Carroll County. Attended several Mid-State Regional Coordinating Council and Carroll County Regional 
Coordinating Council meetings. The RCCs advise the State Coordinating Council on public transit issues in their 
respective locations. 
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SANBORNTON ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 2012 


The Sanbornton Zoning Board of Adjustment heard seven cases in 2012; two seeking 
Special Exception and five seeking Variance. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment is designed to be a board comprised of ten residents, 
five of whom are members and five are alternate members. Currently there are openings for 
additional alternate members. All ten members are appointed for three-year terms and are 
allowed to hear and vote on any appeal before the board. The Board can hear appeals from 
individuals who feel wronged by inflexible zoning ordinance requirements and/or administrative 
decisions of other town boards. The Board can also grant Special Exceptions to our zoning 
ordinance and Variances from our zoning ordinance. Appearing before the Zoning Board 
provides residents the first step in the appeals process before entering the court system. 


Decisions of the Zoning Board are based on state law, legal precedent, and our town 
Zoning Ordinance. As stated in Article 1 of the Zoning Ordinance, the Sanbornton Zoning 
Ordinance exists for the purpose of promoting the health, safety, moral prosperity, convenience 
or general welfare, as well as efficiency and economy in the process of development of the 
inhabitants of the town of Sanbornton, New Hampshire, by securing safety from fire, panic and 
other dangers, providing adequate areas between buildings and various rights-of-way, by 
preserving the rural charm now attached to our town, the promotion of good civic design and 
arrangements, wise and efficient expenditure of public funds, and the adequate provision of 
public utilities and other public requirements, and by other means. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment meets on the fourth Tuesday of each month, as 
applications require, but applicants should inquire with the clerk for the exact date in any given 
month. Applications for an Appeal From An Administrative Decision, Special Exception or 
Variance are available at the Town Offices or can be downloaded from the town website: 
www.sanborntonnh.org. Completed applications should be returned by the first day of the month 
in which the appeal is to be heard. 


Interested residents are invited to attend the hearing scheduled in any month. Notice of 
hearing and meeting minutes are posted publicly and are a matter of public record. 


Residents interested in becoming involved on the zoning board are encouraged to attend 
several meetings and speak to the Chairman.

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PLANNING BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 
2012 


LAND DEVELOPMENT REVIEW 

As was the case for the last few years, the review and approval of land 
development proposals occupied a major amount of the Planning Board’s time 
in 2012 although land development activity was substantially reduced due to 
the continued downturn in the economy. 


The Planning Board conducted Public Hearings on two proposed 
boundary line adjustments and three site plan reviews. The two applications 
for the boundary line adjustments were approved by the Planning Board. The 
three applications for the site plan review included proposals for a cell tower 
up-grade, a wedding venue/function hall and a used cars sales business. All 
three of these site plan proposals were either in compliance with Town land 
use regulations or were granted variances by the Zoning Board of Adjustment 
and all were subsequently approved by the Planning Board. Also, the Planning 
Board approved one voluntary merger of adjoining land parcels and one 
conditional use permit for a cell tower up-grade. 


MASTER PLAN 

In December 2012 the Master Plan Advisory Committee and the Planning 
Board completed the process of preparing a new Master Plan for Sanbornton. 
The Master Plan Advisory Committee is a special purpose committee which was 
created to assist the Planning Board in preparing the new Master Plan. 

The new Master Plan includes up-dated vision, goals, objectives, land use, 
and transportation sections as well as a new section dealing with energy. 

The Planning Board anticipates holding the required public hearings on the 
proposed Master Plan sometime in early 2013. As a result of the new land use 
policies contained in the up-dated Master Plan, the Planning Board anticipates 
proposing a number of amendments to the Zoning Ordinance for the voters to 
consider adopting at Town Meeting 2014. 


HOUSING SECTION OF MASTER PLAN 

In February 2012 the Sanbornton Housing Advisory Committee was 
established with members appointed by the Board of Selectmen. Like the Master 
Plan Advisory Committee, the Housing Advisory Committee is a special purpose 
committee which was created to assist the Planning Board in preparing the new 
Housing Section of the Master Plan. 

The members of the Housing Advisory Committee are listed in the front 
section of the Town Report along with the other Town boards and committees. 
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AMENDMENTS TO ZONING ORDINANCE 

At the May 2012 Town Meeting the Planning Board, for the first time in 
many years, did not propose any amendments to the Zoning Ordinance. 
HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 

During 2012 the Town Planner met on a regular basis with the Historic 
District Commission and assisted the Commission in preparation of an Historic 
District Ordinance, Sign Regulations and Historic District Standards and 
Guidelines. 


RULES OF PROCEDURE 
As required by state law (RSA 673 and RSA 676), the Planning Board, 
on April 19, 2012, adopted amended Planning Board “Rules of Procedure”. 


UP-COMING PLANNING PROJECTS FOR 2013 

Projects which the Planning Board expects to undertake during 2013 
include: 

> Convene a Public Hearing or Hearings concerning the proposed Master 
Plan as required by law and adopt the new Master Plan; 

> Publish and distribute the new Master Plan; 

> Continue the process of preparing a Housing Section of the Master 
Plan with special emphasis on work force housing and senior housing; 

> Prepare and present appropriate amendments to the Zoning 
Ordinance for consideration by Town Meeting; 

> Conduct a comprehensive review and amendment process for the 
Town’s Subdivision Regulations; 

> Enact revised fee schedule for Subdivision Regulations and Site Plan 
Review Regulations

REPORT OF SANBORNTON HOUSING ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


In February of 2012 the Planning Board created an ad-hoc advisory committee called the 
Sanbornton Housing Advisory Committee (SHAC). The SHAC was tasked with developing an updated 
Housing Chapter of the Master Plan and providing it as a draft proposal to the Planning Board for 
eventual adoption by the Planning Board into the Master Plan. The Planning Board contacted a number 
of Town residents who are interested in some aspect of housing and a total of eleven people 
volunteered to serve as members of the committee. This committee continues to receive the support 
and technical assistance of the Town Planner. 


The SHAC holds regular monthly meetings on the second Monday of each month and during 
2012 the SHAC held ten meetings plus a tour of the Pyareo Assisted Living Residence on Brook Road. 
During the year the SHAC reviewed extensive housing data and also met with housing experts from the 
following: New Hampshire Housing Finance Authority, Laconia Area Community Land Trust, Paul 
Stewart Management and Lakes Region Planning Commission. 


By the end of 2012 the Town Planner had prepared a draft of the updated Housing Chapter for 
consideration by the SHAC. The SHAC expects to complete the new Housing Chapter by summer of 2013 
and provide it to the Planning Board for adoption.

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SANBORNTON POLICE DEPARTMENT 
2012 TOWN REPORT 


2012 was another busy year for the Sanbornton Police Department. Our calls for service were 
up, as were our motor vehicle enforcement numbers. The staff has been doing a fantastic job of 
answering citizen complaints and doing proactive patrols to prevent the crimes from happening. 


As | have stated in previous reports, community policing is a main priority of the Sanbornton 
Police Department. An agency our size works best when there is direct communication between 
the department staff and the population we serve. There have been two (2) neighborhood 
watch programs formed in Town, which will certainly benefit those areas and our Officers. We 
are continuing to participate in the Drug Enforcement Agency’s Prescription Drug Take-Back 
Initiative during the year, to properly dispose of potentially hazardous medications. We 
continue to provide our Elderly Call Program, house check program, and teach the D.A.R.E. 
Program in the Sanbornton Central School. If there are any other program suggestions in which 
we could serve you better, please let me know. 


After the 2012 Town Meeting, our Nixle online notification system went online. With this 
system, we as a Police Department have been able to give immediate notifications of criminal 
activities to our residents, thus giving them the opportunity to tighten their own security or do 
other measures to protect their families and property. | have been getting great feedback from 
this system and | would encourage anyone who has yet to join the system to go to our website, 


www.sanborntonpolice.org, to sign up. 


The Sanbornton Police Department has benefitted from some equipment upgrades and grants 
in 2012. The Belknap County Sheriff's Department has done work to improve area radio 
communications, which was a major problem for us early in the year. Also, this agency received 
three (3) new portable radios from a federal grant, at an approximate value of $3,500 per radio. 
We are also expecting an additional radio from the grant in 2013. The Tilton Wal Mart also 
donated electronics equipment to the department to improve our training and evidence viewing 
capabilities.

| would like to thank all the dedicated members of the Fire Department and their families, al 
Town Employees, the Select Board and the residents of Sanbornton for their support over th 
last year. 


The Town continues to be protected by our neighbors and friends which make up the Office! 
Firefighters and Emergency Medical Technicians of the Sanbornton Fire Department, these 
dedicated members continue to respond 24/7 — 365 days a year for emergency response to’ 
medical, rescue, hazardous material incidents, and prevention activities in our community, a 
well all members attend on average three department meetings and trainings per month. 


Our continued Fire Prevention activities introduced methods of Fire Prevention to 205 teach 
and students at the grade levels of K thru 5" in our three schools this year. 


The new Ambulance arrived in late May and is operating at its full potential, the replacemen 
Engine 2 with an 1800 gallon Tanker that was approved at last year’s annual meeting will be 
arriving this spring and the members will be training on the new truck when it arrives. The 
Department continues to update and upgrade the equipment used by the members of the Fi 
Department to help us assist the residents of Sanbornton with any type of emergency. 


The Fire Department, Police Department and Highway Department efficiently and effectively 
worked together again this past year with weather related issues. This past year we 
encountered three separate fire incidents that could have been substantial losses of propert 
and lives, but because of the quick response of your Fire Department the buildings were sav: 
with minimal damage and no loss of life. This is also due in part to the quick notification fron 
the occupants. 


If you have an emergency in your home, exit the building and call the Fire Department 
immediately. Have a “Home Evacuation” Plan and practice your plan with your family, it just 
may save your life. 


We continue to see an increase in our “Calls for Service” and the following is a summary of t! 
617 calls for service for the 2012 calendar year, 158 more calls than last year. 

We continue to take a proactive approach which has shown a decrease in the number of call 
for service with Fires and False Alarms. With the day time duty staff conducting inspections « 
seasonal burn permits, participation in fire drills at the local schools and churches, life safety 
inspections in places of assembly and the education of the general public in fire safety, we hi 
been able to decrease the more serious incidents and make our community safer. 


> 70 Fires (Building/Chimney/Vehicle/Brush/Mutual Aid) 

> 216 Emergency Medical Incidents/Motor Vehicle Collisions 

> 13 Hazardous Conditions (Gas Leaks/Carbon Monoxide/Live Power Lines down, etc.) 
> 250 ~ Service Calls (Inspections/Assist other Agency/Cover Assignment, Public Assist) 

> 68 Good Intent/False Alarms (Alarm activation-nothing found/Cancelled en-route) 


We continue to staff the Central Fire Station on Sanborn Road during the busiest time frame 
Monday-Friday 8am-4pm with one dual trained Firefighter/EMT and the Fire Chief, and 
Saturday & Sunday 8am-5pm with two dual trained firefighter/EMT’s.

If you have a Fire Alarm system in your home that notifies an outside alarm company for 
response from the Fire Department, the Sanbornton Fire Department recommends that you 
install a secure “Key Box” on the outside of your home, in case of an emergency the fire 
department can gain access without damaging your home. The Sanbornton Fire Department 
uses a “Supra Box” system.

SANBORNTON EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


The following is a list of things you can do in and around your home to prepare for a sudden emergency and protect you 
and your family; This is provided by the New Hampshire Emergency Management Office. 


e What can be done to reduce dangers in the home? 
A home hazard assessment should be done. Emergency Management professionals work on ways to reduce the 
danger from known hazards. This is called hazard mitigation and you can do the same thing in your home. Look 
for obvious hazards, such as tree branches too close to power lines or dry brush near the house. In a windstorm, 
those branches may come down and take your power lines with them. Brush can create a fire hazard during dry 
years. 
You should also be aware of known hazards in your neighborhood. Is there a chemical plant nearby or a highway 
or rail line on which hazardous chemicals are transported? Are you located in a floodplain or near a stream that 
might flood? Look for any natural or manmade structure which could cause danger during extreme weather or 
in the event of an accident. You should have a plan to escape or otherwise protect yourself. 


e How dol! plan for an emergency in my home? 
Once you’ve done a hazard assessment, you can fix the hazards which are under your control and develop a 
response plan for those which are not. 


Take a look at your residence and see how you could escape if necessary. The most common household 
emergency is a fire. If the building is on fire you need to get everyone out and account for them. You should 
have at least two exit routes from each room and a meeting place away from the building. By doing so, everyone 
can be accounted for quickly, eliminating the impulse to charge back into a burning building to rescue someone 
who may already be outside. 


For some emergencies it is safer to stay in the house. This is an emergency management technique called 
sheltering in place. \t is used in case of a toxic cloud from a hazardous chemical spill, a nuclear power plant 
accident, or even a biological terrorist attack. 


It is important to follow the instructions of emergency officials. You should evacuate (see below) if you can do so 
safely and are advised to do so. Sheltering in place should be done if evacuating is not possible. If advised to 
shelter in place, follow these instructions: 


o Close and lock all windows and doors. 


o Shut off any fans, vents or air conditioners and close the flu on any fireplaces or wood stoves. The goal is 
to keep outside air from entering the house! 


o Move toa room with few windows, an interior room, if available, is best. If possible a room with an 
attached bathroom will allow access to water. 


o Seal windows, vents and doors in your shelter room with Duct Tape and Plastic. Place a damp towel at 
the bottom of doors to insure a tight seal. 


o Monitor radio and/or television broadcasts for further information. 


When the All Clear is given, open all windows to air out your house and move outside while this is accomplished. 


In an emergency situation, when is it safer to stay indoors? 53 
Here are some other situations where you will most likely be safer inside your house than outside: 


o Thunderstorms, Tornados or Other High Wind Events 
When a Severe Thunderstorm or Tornado WARNING is announced, seek shelter in the lowest portion of 
your house. Basements are best! If your house does not have a basement, pre-select an interior room 
on the lowest floor. Bathrooms and closets are good choices because of the close framing. Avoid rooms 
with windows! 
Note: Do not waste time closing windows! 


o Earthquakes 
Remember: Earthquakes don’t kill people, buildings do! When you feel the earth shake, you will only 
have seconds to react. If outside, move into the open away from any structure. If inside, do not run 
outside! The best thing to do is to Drop, Cover and Hold On! Drop down and seek Cover under a table or 
other piece of sturdy furniture, Hold On to the table in order to move with it. 
If no furniture is available, move against an interior wall and Drop covering your head with your hands. A 
doorway should only be used as a last resort many are not structural and doors can slam on fingers 
causing serious injuries. After the shaking stops, check for gas leaks and evacuate your house if you 
smell gas. 
Be prepared for aftershocks! 
Discussing these scenarios with family members will enable everyone to respond appropriately in an 
emergency. 


If power goes off, what should | do? 

Most disasters in New Hampshire are weather-related and typically involve the loss of commercial power. Being 
out of power for a few hours is more of an inconvenience than a disaster, but a prolonged power outage or one 
which occurs during severe winter weather could force you out of your home and into a shelter. 


The ideal situation for homeowners is to have a secondary source of heat which does not require electricity or a 
generator to provide power. A secondary heat source might be a fireplace or wood or gas stove. If you decide to 
invest in a generator, be sure a qualified electrician installs it and never operate the generator in an enclosed 
area, such as a garage. Generators create an inherent carbon monoxide danger and must be properly ventilated. 
Also, on the subject of carbon monoxide danger, never use a cooking appliance designed for outdoor use inside. 
Barbeque grills, whether gas or charcoal, should stay out on the deck or patio. They should never be used 
indoors. 


What home emergency supplies should I have on hand? 

Under most circumstances, a power outage will last only a few hours and not put your family in serious danger. 
Keeping emergency supplies on hand will make the time pass more comfortably and allow you to respond or call 
for help in the event something more serious occurs. 


Here are emergency supplies that a typical homeowner should stock: 


o Flashlight and spare batteries. These are safer than candles. Camping-style lanterns can lignt a whole 
room and make it easier to read or play games to keep children entertained. 


o A battery-powered radio. Emergency instructions will come from officials via Emergency Alert System 
broadcasts or newscasts. You will need to know what is going on and radio broadcasts will provide this 
information. 
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A wired telephone plugged directly into the telephone jack in the wall. The telephone system generally 
works when the power is out because the telephone company has it’s own power system and battery 
back-ups. A portable, or cordless phone requires an external power source and won’t work if the power 
is out. Cell phones may be overwhelmed with large numbers of calls, restricting your ability to get 
through. 


Store several gallons of bottled water in a cool part of the house for drinking, cooking, or hand washing 
if necessary. 


Keep some stored food on hand which can be easily prepared. Most people shop once a week, by 
definition they will have at least a week’s worth of food available. Families should choose the type of 
"emergency food" which suits their needs and taste. Be sure to have appropriate tools to prepare 
emergency food. Your electric can opener won’t do much good if the power is out, so you'll need at 
least one manual opener. 


In addition, everyone in the family should know how and when to call 9-1-1 for emergency assistance. Even young 


children can learn this. Another good idea is to have a contact out of state, such as family members or close friends. A 


long-distance point of contact is valuable if family members are scattered or are forced to go to a shelter. 


e What should be done during an evacuation? 


lf aneighborhood becomes too dangerous to remain in, authorities may order an evacuation. When that 


happens, the American Red Cross, in cooperation with local or state officials, will open shelters in schools or 


other public buildings. You are not required to go to a shelter if you can make your own arrangements. 


Regardless of where you go when evacuated, take personal supplies and other essential items with you:

Personal hygiene products 

Eyeglasses or contact lenses 

Prescription medications and prescriptions 

At least one change of seasonally-appropriate clothing 
Blankets or sleeping bags 

Cash and credit cards 


Books and games for children 


Evacuations are not common in New Hampshire. When they occur, it is more likely to be a neighborhood being 
evacuated because of localized flooding than the kind of mass evacuation of wide areas required because of a hurricane 
that occurs so frequently in southern states. Nevertheless, everyone should be familiar with evacuation procedures in 


case of need. 


One final point on evacuations and shelters, pets will not be admitted. Only service animals such as seeing-eye dogs are 
allowed. Pets should be left in the safest part of the house with a three-day supply of food and water.

Your Forest Fire Warden Paul Dexter Jr, the Sanbornton Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of 
Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist 
you, please contact the Sanbornton Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under 
State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. 


The Sanbornton Fire Department requests that before any outside burning is conducted, you contact the Sanbornton Fire Department 
at 286-4819 to let us know that you will be conducting an outside burn. 

The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are 
encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open 
burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information 
please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Due to a record warm winter and little snow, our first fire occurred on February 4" with several more early fires to follow. Normally 
a large percentage of the warm windy days with low humidity occur when the ground is saturated from a long snow covered winter. 
By the time the surface fuels and ground dry out enough to burn, we only have a few weeks until “green up”. This year however we 
had an extended period of these favorable spring fire conditions. Our largest fire in the state was 86 acres. The average size fire was 
.6 acres. Extensive summer rains kept total acreage burned to near normal levels 


As has been the case over the last few years, state budget constraints have limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire 
lookout towers to Class III or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are 
credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers 
fire spotting was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. Several of the fires during the 
2012 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Please help Smokey Bear, your 
local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

Child and Family Services (CFS) continued to provide affordable social services to the 
residents of Sanbornton in the past year, thanks in part to funding from the town. Town 
support is critical to our being able to offer a wide range of services to children and their 
families without regard to income, especially in this past year when we faced significant 
cuts in services funded by the State of NH, or reimbursed through Medicaid as well as 
increased demand for our services. We strive to make all of the agency’s services 
affordable and accessible to families in need, especially those who lack insurance or 
whose co-pays are so high they are unable to utilize available resources. With your 
support, we were able to meet these challenges and preserve our sliding fee scale. 


In the current economic climate, more individuals and families are struggling. 
Challenged by unemployment or working more than one low-paying job, being 
uninsured or underinsured, and facing higher levels of stress due to short finances, 
leads to emotional stress. This combination of unrelenting pressure and limited 
resources can lead to a cycle of coping difficulties, emotional outbursts or withdrawal, 
and chronic relationship conflicts that can interfere with positive decision-making, 
healthy actions and parenting. 


In 2012 we provided over $5,250 worth of free and reduced services to residents. 
Services included family counseling, home based services to families to minimize the 
risk of child abuse and foster care placement of a child and residential summer camping 
experiences for boys and girls 8 — 14. 


We continue to count on your help to be able to offer a full range of quality, professional 
services to children and their families who otherwise could not afford them because they 
lack insurance or are underinsured. More families served by the Agency fell below the 
federal poverty level in 2011. 90% of our client families are impoverished. CFS has the 
most accessible and balanced fee policy of any similar agency in the state. This is made 
possible by grants, such as those we receive by the town of Sanbornton and enables us 
to serve the most needy, vulnerable families without regard to income. Town support 
also makes it possible for us to secure a range of other charitable and public dollars that 
require local matching funds. 


Child and Family Services is New Hampshire's oldest charitable social service 
organization. We have been serving New Hampshire children and families for 163 
years. We are pleased to serve the families of Sanbornton through offices at 95 Water 
Street, Laconia, 841 Central Street, Franklin or through our Concord or Manchester 
offices and Camp Spaulding, in Penacook and in home, school and community settings 
throughout the Lakes Region.

The Sanbornton Bay Circle of Home & Family began as an Extension Homemaker 
organization in the 1940’s, a non-profit volunteer group. We meet monthly (except in 
July & August) at various members homes for programs & activities and currently have a 
membership of ten. 


Our varied programs this year included: Book reviews by members, filling of some 
twenty-three Personal Care “Emergency Bags” for Cary House and New Beginnings 
shelters, as well as making book bags for the children of incarcerated parents at the prison 
in Concord. We had informative programs on “One Room Schoolhouses”; The 
“Underground Railroad”; and the Beauty, Medicinal and Horticultural uses of the “Magic 
Three” which are vinegar, baking soda and lemon juice. One meeting is spent in planning 
for the upcoming year, in June we “eat out” and in September we have a “potluck” 
luncheon. A fall meeting this year was spent filling mugs that we had collected with 
either soup starter mix or a spiced tea mix that we sold at the Sanbornton Historical 
Society’s “Craft & Greens” sale in December. 


We baked and assembled Cookie Baskets for area individuals, donated holiday food gift 
cards to be distributed to needy Sanbornton families and supported the two food pantries, 
First Fruits and our Town’s pantry. We also support the Abbey Sergeant Scholarship 
Fund through the Farm Bureau and make baby quilts to be donated to CHAD. 


This year two long time members moved from Sanbornton, Edna Hanson to Connecticut 
and Avis Johnson to Maine. We will miss their faithful support. 


The Circle meets on the 2" Wednesday of the month at 1:00 p.m. Our aim is to help 
those in need and offer friendship and love. We welcome new members.

The program serves children under 
six years of age, women during pregnancy and up 
to 12 months after the birth of their baby. *(An 
individual may not be enrolled in both the WIC 
Program and CSFP but a family may have 
members on both programs.) 


CONGREGATE MEALS- All elders are 
welcome to our congregate meal sites/ 

Senior Centers for nutritious hot meals, 
social/recreational activities and special events. 
Value $5.58 per meal. 


MEALS-ON-WHEELS provides the delivery of 
nutritionally balanced hot meals to homebound 
elderly or adult residents five days per week. 
Value $6.69 per meal. 


TRANSPORTATION provides regularly 

scheduled demand response to and from towns in 
Belknap and Merrimack Counties to medical and 
professional facilities, shopping centers, and 
congregate meal sites. Value $14.58 per ridership. 


EMERGENCY FOOD PANTRIES provide up to 
five days of food for people facing temporary 
food crisis. Value $5.00 per meal. 


FUEL ASSISTANCE is available to income 
eligible households to help with energy costs 
during the prime heating season. Priority is given 
to the elderly and disabled. The average benefit 
for the 2011-12 program was $648.00. 


ELECTRIC ASSISTANCE program is a statewide 
program funded by all electric rate payers which 
provides a specific tier of discount from 5% to 70% 
on electic bills for income eligible households. 


WOMEN, INFANTS AND CHILDREN provides 
specific food to supplement daily diet of preg- 
nant or nursing women as well as children under 
five. Participants receive medical/nutritional 
screening, counseling and education. Value 
includes value of vouchers and clinical services. 


FAMILY PLANNING provides confidential, comp- 
rehensive gynecological care, including complete 
medical examinations, breast exams, Pap 
smears, pregnancy testing, birth control and 
counseling.

Transfer Station Town Report 2012 


The Transfer Station is running well again this year. | would like to take this time to once again say that 
I’m truly grateful to all of the employees and the residents of the town of Sanbornton for the smooth 
operation of the facility this year. 


There is some information | would like to share with all the people interested in the Transfer Station. 
Listed below is some of the numbers for this year’s tonnage and revenue. 


> MSW (trash) in 2012 we produced 458 tons. 

The cost to remove the trash was $30,319.68 dollars. 

Revenue generated from the sale of bags and tags were $48,343.04 dollars. 

The difference of $18,023.36 dollars was left, which helps to offset operational and employee costs. 
> C&D (demo) in 2012 we produced 181 tons. 

The cost to remove the demo was $16,945.52 dollars. 

Revenue generated was $19,104.00 dollars. 

The difference of $2,158.48 dollars, again that helps to offset operational and employee costs. 
>» Single Stream (recycling) in 2012 we produced 183 tons. 


ll go a little deeper into this subject. The first thing is in 2010 the last complete year that we made the 
recycled materials into bails and shipped them to companies we recycled 153 tons of materials that 
could have gone into Single Stream. By going to Single Stream this year we have increased our recycling 
by 30 tons. 


The cost of Single Stream was $0.00 for the materials and $7375.00 dollars for trucking only. 
Revenue generated was $0.00 dollars. 


> The Transfer Station still recycles all the other things as we always have. Scrap-metal is the only 
other big revenue generator at the Transfer Station. We have seen a big drop in tonnage over 
the last few years from 59 tons in 2010 to 24 tons in 2012. 


Scrap-metal cost $460.00 dollars for trucking only 


Revenue generated was $2,730.46 dollars with a difference of $2,270.46 dollars and no increased cost 
to the Town.

Cleaning 
these ditches will not only help them to function more properly, it will also make them last longer 
before they have to be taken out, cleaned and remade. 


We are currently working on plans to improve the maintenance of the roads in Sanbornton so that they 
last longer and have better serviceability to the citizens of Sanbornton.

CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM COMMITTEE'S 2012 REPORT 
For FY 2014 thru FY 2019 


The Sanbornton Capital Improvement Program Committee (CIPC) was established by voters at the 
March 15, 2006 Town Meeting. The statute that guides this form of Town Government is contained in 
RSA 674:5-8. The CIPC's Primary Task is to aid the Selectmen and Budget Committee in their 
consideration of the annual budget through preparation and amending a plan for capital improvement 
projects (CIP) projected over a period of at least six (6) years. The Board of Selectmen structured the 
CIPC to be made up of seven members to come from a cross section of the legislative body as 
recommended in the statute. This year the Selectmen appointed the following members to serve for a 
one year term representing these slots as follows. 


1 Board of Selectmen Member - Dave Nickerson 
1 Planning Board Member - Don Bormes 
1 Budget Committee Member - Jeff Jenkins 
1 School Board Member - Tim Lang 
i Town Administrator - Bob Veloski 
2 Town Citizens - Nina Gardner 
- Mitch Lewis 


This year the CIPC continued to work with the past year's plan and the input submitted this year by the 
Department Heads requesting their capital expenditure items anticipated for the next six fiscal years. 
Through this process we tried to prioritize the requested needs while balancing against available funding 
sources documented and/or expected. These needs were also evaluated with the voices we heard of the 
voters at public meetings and the past two Town Master Plans. This plan is in the form of a spread sheet 
showing the next six fiscal years by department and what the CIPC is recommending for the Town's 
capital expenditures. 


We on the committee continue to feel that the Town's infrastructure is what we need to focus on. The 
roads and bridges are still seen as the highest priority and are starting to get some forward progress. 
The next thing that we would like to start working on is the planning process for Building Renovations. 
Since 2006 we as a town have been talking about a combined plan known as "The Domino Effect" that 
would address the needs of the Town Office, Police Station, and Fire Department's Administration area. 
This plan is favored because it can be done in phases without disrupting any Department's service, 
minimizing the overall cost to the tax payers, and does not break up the continuity of the Town Square 
as requested survey noted in the Town's Master Plan. 


For FY2014 the town managers are requesting $30,000 to develop some conceptional drawings and 
estimated costs for the construction and remodeling of these buildings. We need to better understand 
the scope, size, and cost that would be associated with the idea to be able to plan for how and when to 
approach the project. We hope that you will support this request so that we will all better understand 
what type of commitment it would involve should it come to realization.

Although not shown above, it's interesting to note that the circulation of ebooks alone, through 
the New Hampshire Overdrive service, more than tripled. The library has recently purchased two 
ebook readers, a Nook and a Kindle, and we look forward to loaning these out and helping 
residents navigate this new era of digital consumption and learning. 


Clearly, the reconfiguration of the "Café" downstairs and the opening of the new "Big Room" 
upstairs continue to be very well received by the library's users. New visitors unfailingly 
comment on the attractiveness of the building's new spaces. 


Not surprisingly, the number of groups using the library for meeting space has also been 
increasing every year. In 2012 these were just a few of the activities and organizations that we 
saw: book group, Lakes Region artists, fiber artists, 4-H, yoga, Girl Scouts, 4-H, Salmon Trail 
Brook Riders, local Democrats, Department of Environmental Services, NH Cooperative 
Extension, NH Department of Education, local librarians, and a number of Town committees and 
organizations.

With the building's main spaces now in good shape, we look forward to steadily increasing the 
number and variety of programs and events in the coming months and years. This past year the 
library hosted thirty-four events for 746 children and adults, a 19% increase over our attendance 
in 2011. Offerings included programs on e-readers, growing fruit in the backyard, genealogy, 
computer classes using the Aaron Robert Risley Computer Lab, and movie showings and 
discussions ("Hacking Democracy"), including a new collaborative film series with our 
neighbors, the Sanbornton Congregational Church ("Bruce Almighty", "Patch Adams"). 


We also significantly expanded our Summer Reading Program in 2012. We increased the 
number of programs for our younger readers from 6 to 8, and introduced a new series for tweens 
and teens. The latter program, "CSI: Sanbornton", was particularly enjoyable for staff as we were 
able to visit the cemetery up the hill for a program and bring a retired forensic investigator to 
work with the kids. 


The physical plant is in good shape, but as always, improvements and repairs are necessary. Sill 
rot on the north-west corner was repaired in the fall. The cupola is scheduled for repair and re- 
painting in the spring of 2013. 


Each year brings comings and goings and 2012 was no exception. We will miss the gentle 
wisdom of Wayne Elliott, who stepped down as Board Chair in November for health reasons, 
after many, many years of service, both as a volunteer and as a member of the Building 
Committee. Also finishing their terms this past year were Trustee John Earley and Alternates 
Deb Wyman and Elena Knapp. All have been staunch friends of the library and we wish them 
well. On the gain side, we were delighted to welcome Kris Rathjen to the Board in May. 


We could not have achieved so much without the help of our wonderful staff and volunteers. The 
core team of Cab Vinton, Martha Bodwell, Cheryl Provost, and Cedar Sanderson remained in 
place. But their efforts were magnified by the contributions of seventeen volunteers and many 
donors. Particular thanks are once again due to Priscilla Bodwell, Barbara Osler, Dick LeClerc, 
Christian Smith and Christine Merriman, whose regular visits in 2012 were always welcomed by 
the staff. 


Our supporters donated $4,760 to the library in 2012, including $1,400 during our March "Cabin 
Fever" fundraising auction. A new partnership with Carol Varney of Usborne Books also 
resulted in the donation of $300 in children's books. We are grateful to her and to Steele Hill 
Resorts for their willingness to host the fundraising events. Finally, without John Earley and a 
team of helpers and bakers, our election day fundraisers would not have been possible. These 
events raised $637. 


We would like to express our gratitude to everyone who participated in the life of the library in 
2012. By doing so, you not only gain personal benefits but also strengthen a key anchor

The goal of the Recreation Department is to offer the highest quality programs to all of 
those in our community. The Commission is diligently working on creating a safe and 
friendly environment for the Sanbornton community to enjoy. 


This year improvement was once again made at the Town Park Facility. Eagle Scout 
Henry Stock constructed a large stone perennial flower planter, which holds a flagpole. A 
flag ceremony was held on October 27" and the flag was raised for the first time. 
Through his efforts, Henry secured an electrician to put up a light for the flag, and 
scoreboards and speakers for the park. 


Winnisquam Beach saw many wonderful upgrades. New rope lines were installed along 
with a separate area for residents to launch kayaks and canoes. The raft on Winnisquam 
was out once again after being repaired by a resident. Hermit Beach also received all 
new beach lines. 


Activities & Programs 


Before & After School Care: 

This valuable program is essential to the working parent. The before school care 
program opens at 7:00 am during the school year allowing parents a safe and healthy 
environment to leave their children while heading off to work. The mornings’ are filled 
with crafts and games. The after school care program begins at school dismissal and 
remains open until 5:30 pm. Afternoons are filled with activities including cooking, crafts, 
games, and outside fun. The program is licensed by the State of NH Health and Human 
Services, and adheres to all its rules and regulations. The program is located in the 
gymnasium at Sanbornton Central School (SCS). Fees are charged to those utilizing this 
program. Eighty-three children were enrolled in the program. 


Ice-Skating at Tilton School- Learn to Skate- Family Skate- Open Skate: 

This program offers a wonderful place for family and local youth to gather on Sunday 
evenings in December, January and February. This year eight weeks of skating was 
offered to the community on the campus of the Tilton School. Tilton School graciously 
offers their facility for the town to use free of charge. The Commission works with the 
Pines Community Center on this program. This year the parent teach your child to skate 
was well attended with many new skaters. 


Basketball: 

For the kindergarten through 2™ grade children a clinic style program was held on 
Saturday mornings at SCS. The clinic style format focused on skills and drills with the 
biggest emphasis on FUN! Grades 3" through 6" started the long season in November 
and will continue into mid-March. This year we did not have enough interest for a 3° &4™ 
girls’ team, but the coaches still held practices for the girls to keep their skill level up. 
This season we had one 3” & 4" grade boys’ team, one 5" & 6" grade girls’ team, and 
one 5" & 6" grade boys’ team. The teams play surrounding communities and participate 
in tournaments. Sixty two children enrolled for this season. 


Co-Ed Adult Volleyball: 
Co-Ed adult pick-up style volleyball is held Monday evenings from 7 to 9 pm in the SCS 
gymnasium from September through May. We have 26 adults enrolled this season. 
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Men’s Basketball: 
Men’s pick-up style basketball is held Tuesday evenings from 7 to 9 pm in the SCS 
Gymnasium from September through April. 


Spring Egg Hunt: 

This year’s Egg Hunt took place on Saturday, March 31“ at the Bodwell Tree Farm. 
Thank you to the WRHS Student council for hiding over 1800 eggs. Thank you to Mrs. 
Priscilla Bodwell for once again allowing us to use her Tree Farm as the setting for the 
annual egg hunt. Ms. Bunny made an appearance for photo opportunities for the 
children. 


T-Ball: 

There were three T-Ball teams this year. The Commission would like to thank this year’s 
sponsors: Sanbornton Fire Relief, BarnZ’s Movie Cinema, and Steele Hill Resorts. The 
Commission also worked with the Winnisquam Girls’ Softball League coordinating the 
field usage of the popular spring sports. 

There were 25 children enrolled in T-Ball for this season. 


Summer Day Camp: 

This seven week program started June 25" and continued thru August 10". The camp 
runs Monday through Friday from 7:00 am until 5:30 pm. This year’s camp was 
structured with a main theme for each week. Campers had the opportunity to choose the 
weeks that interested them the most. The camp week themes were Exploring Sharks, 
Patriotic Stars and Stripes, Storybook Week, Survivor Week, Foods from Around the 
World, and Theater for two weeks. The weekly field trip was coordinated with the theme 
of the week. For Exploring Sharks we headed north to Whales Tale. For Storybook 
week, we went to Story Land and for Theaters week, we joined forces with the Library 
and hosted UNH Little Red Wagon. The daily scheduled events and activities were 
completely funded by the campers’ registration fees. Camp was very successful and 
plans for next year’s camp are already in the works. There were 45 children enrolled for 
camp this summer. 


Beaches: 

This year Hermit Beach and Winnisquam beaches were staffed Monday through Friday 
from 10:00 am to 5:00 pm and on weekends from noon to 5:00 pm. Two sessions of 
swimming lessons were held at Hermit Beach. As Winnisquam Beach was completely 
refurbished, it was well attended and utilized this summer. The kayak and canoe launch 
was greatly appreciated for all those who enjoy the being out on the lake. 


British Multi Sport Camp: 

This year a new camp was held at the Town Park. From June 18" until June 22" British 
Multi Sports Camp by Challenger sports offered a camp teaching the players about 
cricket, rugby, etc. We had eight campers this year. 


Soccer Camp 

Challenger Sports once again offered a great summer soccer camp at the Town Park. 
They focused on skill building drills. Multi age levels and times were offered. This year 
24 campers took part in camp from August 1° through August, 5".

Soccer continues to be the largest sport the Commission coordinates. The program is 
open to children pre-school through grade six. This year the program was restructured. 
We offered pre-school on Saturday mornings. Kindergarten and 1* grade played 
together and had a skills and drills night during the week and a practice or game on 
Saturday. 2" & 3 grade played together and practiced one weeknight and on Saturday 
either a game or practice was held. 4" through 6" grade played together and practiced 
two weeknights and Saturdays. Their game scheduled included weeknight and weekend 
games. A 4" through 6" grade jamboree was held on Saturday, October 20". The 
WRHS Varsity soccer team came and officiated all of the games. Ninety-one children 
enjoyed soccer this fall. 


Halloween Party: 

This year’s party was held on Saturday, October 27" during the early afternoon. The 
SCS gym was totally transformed into a festive Halloween theme. Once again, it was a 
great success due to volunteers, parents, community members and the Student Council 
from Winnisquam Regional High & Middle School, who came to set-up, clean-up and run 
all the games. All children were able to make a batty craft to take home. Games included 
donut eating, balloon and dart game, mummy bowling, face painting, etc. Special thanks 
go to the NH Dental Society for providing every child with a new toothbrush and 
toothpaste, and Surowiec Farm for its donation of pumpkins and apples.

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Old Town Hall Steward Report 


Since 2009, I was voted and have volunteered to be the steward of the Old Town Hall, concerned 
with the historic preservation, care and restoration of this historic building. 


This is the first report that has been submitted to the town report. That being said, when I first 
began I met with the NH Preservation Alliance to look at the building, evaluate it’s condition and 
outline a plan. One of their observations was the most historiclly valued part of the building was 
the two front rooms, which should be restored to their original condition. 


With the establishment of the food pantry work began on renovating the north room, by 
volunteers. This included removing old carpet, removing stored library shelving and painting and 
patching cracked walls. Although there is still work to be done it is moving in the right 
direction. 


Prior to this work in the front room, the main hall walls were painted by volunteer Richard 
LeClerc, thus brightening and cleaning up the condition of this area. Due to the failure of the old 
boiler, an emergency and temporary fix was to install two monitor heaters in this room. 


At one point the old attached voting booths were dismantled and new portable booths were 
purchased. This was done to make space in the hall and open the area for complete usage. After 
the removal of the booths an issue with the floor on the north wall was identified. Suspecting an 
issue with the sill a contractor specializing in historic restoration was consulted. He found the 
floor joist had fallen from the main beam causing the floor to dip and the repair was made. 


In 2012 - 

DPW Director VanTassel identified rotting conditions in the back room caused by damp 
conditions and lack of sunlight caused by trees along the stone wall. The trees were removed, 
however, the damage done by the moisture is still an issue. 


Working with the contractor repairing the library steeple, the tower was also inspected. Findings 
at this time are, the inside of the tower is in good condition. Next is to inspect the exterior and 
the roof. 


Sant Bani School looking for a community project volunteered to restore the gazebo. Upon 
inspection this proved to be a much bigger project than originally thought. Volunteer carpenters 
and contractors were sought out and work continued under the direction of Peter Bacon. The 
materials for the project were provided and donated by Home Depot, Tilton. Work will resume 
with good weather and the students will re-join the project to place the finishing touches on this 
gem of the village area. 


As steward of the Old Town Hall my goal is to develop a long- range plan for the restoration and 
repair of this building, while searching for and applying for funds and grants from outside 
sources to complete the work.

The Commission plans to prepare a summary page of the 
guidelines that details when an application to the Commission is necessary and mail this to all residents 
of the Historic District in 2013. 


In addition to the scheduled quarterly meeting, the Commission also meets whenever an application has 
been received to hold a public hearing and act on the application. One application was received and 
apporved in 2012.

Throughout FY 2012, the Board of Trustees has continued to update the Trustee’s records, existing policies 
and procedures associated with expenditures, record keeping and financial reporting. 


All disbursements under the current Board of Trustees are dictated by unbiased decisions and fully 
supported documentation. All requests made to the Trustees for any Trust Fund disbursement must be 


_ presented on the standard Trustee Voucher Form that is available at the Town Office. 


Within this same year, the Board of Trustees has provided funding from the Needy Poor Trust Funds for 
fuel, energy assistance and money to aid in buying food for the Town’s Food Pantry. 


The Board of Trustees provided $1808.33 to support the Sanbornton Library. The Board also provided 
funds of $235,430.67 to the Town of Sanbornton from 9 Capital Reserve Funds (CRF) for reimbursable 
expenditures as voted on at Town meeting. The Town provided $95,000.00 in total to the Trustees of the 
Trust Funds. 


Two financial institutions were utilized which included a checking account, 9 certificates of deposit, 2 
money market funds and an equity mutual fund. The total income earned during the year was $28,645.15. 
As of June 30, 2012 the Board of Trustees was custodian for $763,084.03 in funds and Capital and Non- 
Capital Reserve Funds.

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Town of Sanbornton Selectmen’s Report 2012 


It’s hard to believe that we’re talking about another town meeting. The year 2012 has been a challenge 
for the Selectmen and all of the departments. The economy, although improving, has not been kind to 
us. The State has shifted many costs back to the Towns and we still have many residents either 
unemployed or with hours cut back. Gas and diesel fuel costs have increased our operating expenses for 
the Police, Fire, and Highway Departments. 


The Selectmen while working through the new budget spent hours trying to balance needs with 
increased costs that we have no control over. We proposed a 2.5% salary increase for employees. Again 
we asked the Department Heads to try to level fund their budgets except for increases that were 
absolutely necessary. We recognize that this is not easy for them. We have also worked very closely 
with the Budget Committee trying to put together a budget that will work for all taxpayers. 


Even with the limited funds that we had our department heads were able to accomplish a great deal. 
We were able to replace the Tilton Bridge Road Bridge, Plummer Hill Bridge, Turkey Bridge, and finish 
the “Y” project. We also rehabilitated Steele Hill Road, repaved Black Brook Road, Osgood Road, Perkins 
Road, Prescott Road, Lower Smith Road, Grey Road, and Warren’s Barn Road. The Highway Department 
has started an ambitious project rebuilding ditches on all our roads. Culverts were replaced on Black 
Brook Road, Hunkins Pond Road, March Road, and Calef Hill Road. 


The Recreation Department finished up the new Winnisquam Beach area and made improvements to 
the Hermit Lake beach. They also expanded sports programs for our children. 


The Welfare Department expanded services to more residents than last year and improved the Food 
Pantry. 


The Fire Department placed a new ambulance in service and ordered a new pumper. 


We replaced one police cruiser and purchased new radios for the Police Department. The Police 
Department also added “NIXLE” to the Town website. NIXLE is used to inform residents of break-ins or 
other issues in their neighborhoods via email, you can sign on for that service on the Town website. 


The Selectmen would like to thank all of our Department Heads and employees for your dedicated 
service to our Town. Each and every one of you is a critical part of our ability to function as a cohesive 
community. We would like to thank all the Elected Officials and volunteers who serve many long hours 
on various committees. 


The residents input to the Selectmen are of critical importance to help us make informed decisions. 
Please continue to contact your three Selectmen and let us know of your thoughts.

Amendment #1 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #1 as proposed by the Planning 
Board to add a new definition to Article 3 of the Sanbornton Zoning Ordinance? The 
proposed addition is to ADD THE FOLLOWING NEW DEFINITION TO ARTICLE 3 
(DEFINITIONS), as follows: 
“Front Setback shall mean the minimum required distance between the front 
lot line and the front line of a building or structure extended to side lot lines of the 
lot.” 


Reasoning: 
This is a “house-keeping” amendment which will clarify questions concerning setback 


requirements by adding the definition of Front Setback. 
(The Planning Board supports the adoption of this amendment.) 


Amendment #2 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #2 as proposed by the Planning 
Board to AMEND ARTICLE 4 (GENERAL PROVISIONS), SECTION X, Sub-section 1.(c), 
which pertains to standards for accessory apartments. The proposed amendment is to 
replace existing language with the wording shown in bold italics: “The accessory 
apartment may contain no more than two (2) bedrooms, may have a maximum floor 
area of 850 sq. ft., and shall meet all applicable building codes and environmental 
regulations.” 
Reasoning: 
This change will increase the number of bedrooms allowed in an accessory apartment from one 
bedroom to two bedrooms. The addition of one more bedroom will necessitate an increase in the 
allowable square footage for an accessory apartment from the current 700 square feet to the 
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proposed 850 square feet. This amendment is recommended by various housing experts and will 
help satisfy a state mandate concerning workforce housing. 
(The Planning Board supports the adoption of this amendment.) 


Amendment #3 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #3 as proposed by the Planning 
Board to AMEND ARTICLE 12 (AQUIFER CONSERVATION DISTRICT), SECTION 
D.(3); as follows: add the following language at the end of Section D.(3): “unless a 
storm water management system is designed, approved, installed and maintained 
to retain on-site all precipitation and to purify and recharge said precipitation into 
the ground. The afore-mentioned storm water management system shall be 
maintained by the applicant and all subsequent owners of the property. In those 
cases where these conditions are met, the Planning Board may permit the 
following: 1) Additional uses which may include multi-family residential, 
commercial or industrial uses; and 2) Maximum impervious coverage on the lot not 
to exceed 60% impervious coverage.” 


Reasoning: 
This change will allow the Planning Board, in those cases where proper environmental 


safeguards are provided and where the other provisions of the Aquifer Conservation District are 
satisfied, to grant site plan approval for additional uses such as multi-family residential, 
commercial or industrial uses and to grant site plan approvals for developments which propose 
increased impervious lot coverage. 

(The Planning Board supports the adoption of this amendment.)
